Dr.  Tolley  states  in  Chapter  IV  that  "  a  time  of  stress  sends  man  back  to 
first  principles."  FARMER  CITIZEN.   AT  WAR  is  a  handbook  of  these  "first 
principles"  and  a  book  that  every  research  worker  in  agriculture  should 
possess.
